Los Angeles Times, March 5th, 1910: "The commander of the American 
North Pacific Fleet submitted his resignation today, and he will face an 
official Board of Inquiry when he returns to Washington. Some American 
ships are reported still close to mutiny after the unsuccessful attempt 
to convoy the Turkish Far Eastern Army to Japan last sutumn; American 
sailors and officers complain bitterly about the low levels of personal 
cleanliness among Turkish troops, and the prevalence of "unmentionable 
vices" among some Turkish officers and men. This reporter can 
personally testify to the unsavory smell of some American ships months 
after Turkish troops departed."
